The poet and philosopher have 
Imagined the destructions of war, but tbe 
majority of persons hare deemed it well 
nigh Impossible, but when we consider tbe 
chances that have been wrought in the 
hurmin mind, the Improvements that have 
taken place in the moral and physical 
world,the abrogation of various barbarous 
laws and customs, and above all the posi- 
tive declaration of Scripture that war shall 
cease from the land, there can be brought 
forward no reason why tbe great task may 
not be attempted with every prospect of 
success. A progressive ware has swept 
over the nations of the world and war has 
now came to be regarded as the head of all 
human calamities. 
Millions, die by the 


sword, but they are as nothing compared 
with the countless multitudes which die by 
disease which ever follows in the track of 
human strife* Its distinguishing feature Is 
not that man Is slain, but he Is crushed by 
ita injustice, treachery and cruelty. Un- 
der its Influence man forgets himself and 
assumes'the attributes of a beast of prey. 
The cold-hearted Indifferences engendered 
Is even more shocking than tbe wrongs It 
calls forth. Formerly all disputes were 
settled by the sword, but we now find ne- 
gotiation! and arbitrations taking the place 
of the barbarous custom. Now the law of 
nations declares that "the continuation of 
peace IB the greatest good to which a na- 
tion can aspire." As Individuals settle 
their disputes without resort to violence, 
let nations do the same. 
Nations are 


bound by moral obligations as well aa In- 
dividuals, la not reason a safer guide to 
equity than (he sword 1 What shall be the 
mode of arbitration? Summon a congress 
of nations and let It establish a system «f 
International law to w,hich all shall be sub- 
ject, and which shall be superior to nation- 
al law. Thus shall war be abrogated and 
cease wronging the human.heart.

Circumstances and sur- 
rounding influence and character is of slow 
growth. Work is one of the best educa- 
tors of practical character, all that is 
g^reat comes through it. Success is not to 
be achieved in a day.

A firm 
character is only strengthened by opposi- 
tion, and a difficulty once overcome gives 
new strengjh to overcome others. The 
whole end and aim of life should be 
the development of a strong, symmetrical 
beautiful character.
